It is not known that she oxer 
cise»l any ctmsiderablc influenee 
jxditixally or that she desire«l to 
<lo so. Mer talents seemed, in 
stead. 1»» be direeted to the task .,i 
beciiuung a Iielpfrd wife and a de- 
votc'l mother of six sons and one 
<iaughter. That she achieved this 
.'lint. I'.nijicror \\ illiani frc'iiiently 
attested. lie once described her 
as "the ideal of the virtues <»f a 
( leruian jirincess. She is it." Ik 
declared "to whom I owe that 1 
am able to bear the weighty re- 
sponsibilities of my position in a 
joyful spirit." 

Concerning the attitude of the 
iMupress toward the war little is 
kn<jwn. There has been luilhing 
to indicate that she (iitVcred from 
her c<»nsort in the German ambi- 
tion for world (loniination. Some 
in<lication of her point of view 
was given in her reply in |nb . 
bSlS. to ;i letter written b\ tin 
wife of the Dntcli Minister of 
W^ar. In responing, the Empress 
d( clared that Germany repeatedly] 
had ifianifested her readiness ff)r 
peace which, she declared, had 
not been entertained by the op- 
posing powers. 

That she sul)scribed to the con- 
tention of military leaders that 
(iermany was lighting a defensive 
war. was shown by a statement 
she issued at the begrinning of the 
great conflict in which she said 
that Germany was armang itse'f 
for a "light which it did not canst 
or begin and which it is carrying 
on only to defend herself." In 
this appeal she asked German 
women to aid in caring for the 
German wounded. 

Numerous instances in which 
the Empress visited German hos- 
pitals and expre.^ser] lively sym- 
pathy for the wounded soldiers 
have been reported during the 
war. On one occasion she was 
said to have broken down at the 
sight of great numbers of the 
German wounded sent hfnne after 
one of the great battles in 1918. 

For more than 10 years the Em- 
press suffered in health and this 
Avas attributed to a disease of the 
heart but. after treatment at Ger- 
man watering places, she recov 
ered her normal health.

Concerning the attitude of the 
I'jiipress toward the war little is 
known. 'i herc has been nothing 
to indicate that she differed fr<»ni 
her consort in the Ornian ambi- 
tion for world domination. .Some 
indication <)f her point of view 
\vas given in her reply in jnlv. 
1818. to a letter written by llic 
wife of the Dutdi Minister of 
W ar. In responing', the Empress 
declared that (iermany repeatedly 
had ifianifested her readiness for 
peace which, she declared, bad 
not beeji entertained by the op- 
posing j>owers. 

That she subscribed to the con- 
tention of militar\- leaders that 
Germany was lighting a defensive 
war. was shown by a statement 
she issued at the beginning of the 
great conflict in which she said 
that Germany was arming itself 
for a "lif^hl which it did not cause 
or begin and which it is carrying 
on only to defend herself." In 
this appeal she asked German 
women to aid in caring for the 
German wounded. 

Numerous instances in which 
the Empress visiieil German hos- 
pitals and expressed lively sym- 
pathy for the wounded soldier.s 
have been reported during the 
war. On one occasion she was 
said to have t>roken down at the 
sight of great nttmbers of the 
German wounded sent home after 
one of the great battles in 1918. 

For more than 10 years the Em*- 
press stifFered in health and this 
was attributed to a disease of the 
heart but. after treatment at Ger- 
man watering places, she recov 
ered her normal health.

Their 
very next legislatures may place 
thciu in the first rank with states 
having modern laws concerning 
the wife's right to have an e(|nal 
share in the guardianship of her 
child."

The passport requiremehts of 
the various nations on the conti- 
nent are said by recent travelers 
to he much less trying than last 
year — hardly more so than cus- 
toms formalities for most conn- 
tries, including the United States. 
It is desirable, however, for the 
travelers to provide sufficient 
pas.'i])ort photographs for the 
countries requiring them for the 
vise applications.
